against the bourgeoisie. It was revolutionary preparation: for 
the next step. 


The next few days will determine whether the control of the 
Kuomintang shall pass into the hands -ef the bourgeoisie or 
whether that party shall still serve as the organ of revolution 
against the bourgeoisie, the agents of imperialism and the mili- 
tarist adventurers. The renegades and counter-revolutionaries 
in the Wuhan government are using their military power to crush 
the proletarian elements in the Kuomintang in preparation for 
the plenum to be held the early part of next week.
